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Spirit of ’76 

As we move into the year that celebrates the 
200th birthday of the nation it is fitting that we 
review some of the historical facts that helped us 
get where we are today. 

New England, more than any area of the 
United States, owes its present to its past. And 
therein lies the need for a pause to look back . . . 
and to look forward. Where did we begin? Where 
are we going? 

The Calvinist tradition promoted and insisted 
upon such virtues as diligence . courage and 
honesty. Early settlers were of the highest in¬ 
tellectual quality. The pattern was set early — 
out with the mental riff raff, brains count. These 
first settlers in our state had long experience of 
self government before the federal union. They 
learned how to make good government by 
practice. 

One of the most dramatic events in our 
history was the signing of the Mayflower Com¬ 
pact in 1620. Here was a shipload of men and 
women, after perilous months at sea, preparing 
to land on unknown shores to create a com¬ 
munity., Jhey were far removed from the 
government to which they still acknowledged 
allegiance. If anarchy had been the first law of 
their nature — or if their basic wish had been for 
an ungoverned life — they had a chance to 
demonstrate that fact. What they did, however, 
was to make their compact, beginning it simply, 
"In the name of God, Amen;" and continuing, 
"We whose names are underwritten . . . doe, by 
these presents, solemnly and mutually in the 
presencp of God, and of one another, covenant 
and combine ourselves together into a civil I body 
politick ..." 

The results of that Compact comprise the 
history of our country. Twenty-one years later, in 
1641, the Massachusetts Body of Liberties, the 
first code of laws In New England, was compiled. 
In the ninety-eight Items of that code can be read 
what later made the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights the supreme law of these United States.

Charkoudian argued for the tax 
break at the public hearing, 
saying “blight” had a liberal 
meaning under court decisions. 

He said the proposed single- 
family homes under a 1971 plan 
for the site are economically 
unfeasible in “the broader, 
long-run.”
